Sixty percent of the shops 
in Tsingtao are closed because of lack of business, heavy taxes, and the 
enforced purchase of government bonds, ‘isany are unemployed in the rural 
districts, and the farmers lack focd. 


5. most of the Chinsse Communist troops who were in Tsingtao have been sent 
south, 


6. 40 late march 1950, twenty Japanese-made amphibious tanks which had been 
brought from iianchuria were being used in training Chinese Communist troops 
on Strand Beach.
